New Station, Post Office, and Tunnel at Essex Avenue the 

Main Features of the Plan. 



A! a conference held August 15 be- 1 
tween George H. Brown, division 
engineer, and M. M. Smith, assistant 1 
passenger transportation master,' 
representing the Pennsylvania Kail- ' 
road, Augustus J. Loos, Henry C. Gara 
and W. Arthur Cole, representing the 
Xarbertli Civic Association, and Bur- 
gess George M. Henry, representing 
the borough of Xarbertli, plans I'or 
general improvements around .\ar- 
berth station wer.e presented and dis- 
cussed. While all details were not 
fully decided upon the proposed im- 
provements include a new station, a 
tunnel under the railroad at Bss.ex 
avenue, and a new post office build- 
ing, three things which the people of 
Xarberth have been hoping for and ; 
talking about for a long time. 

The drawing will be presented to 
Councils at an early date and will be 
published in our next issue. , 



The new station will be located on 
tlie south side in accordance with the 
general policy of the railroad to place 
all stations along the main line on 
the inbound tracks. Patrons may 
thus keep warm while waiting for 
trains and may also purchase tickets 
without crossing to the other side In 
ord/3r to make rooms tor the new 
building and its approach, the pi-esent 
freight house and freight tracks will 
be removed to tlie plot of ground 
now owned by the railroad company 
lying on the north side of the rail- 
road embankment between Conway 
and Wynnewood avenues. The track 
appro,'! cii iu the yard will be from the 
west, while access for vehicles will 
be from Haverford avenue on the east 
and Wynnewood avenue on the west. 
The present station platform on the 
north side will be extended so as to 
permit unloading of eight passenger j 
coaches at one time. ! 

The tunnel at Essex avenue will be | 



constructed with as little grade as 
possible, the proposed maximum grade 
being two and oae-half per cent. When 
we recall that the existing grade of 
the bridge approaches on Narberth 
avenue is six per cent, on one side 
and seViCn and eight-tenths per cent, 
on the other,- the advantage of the 
tunnel in this respect are apparent. 
A sidewalk through the tunnel will 
furnish a safe and easy means of 
passage for pedestrians. 

The new post office building will be 
located on the lot in the rear of the 
present one, and will thus occupy 
the corner of Essex and Have.-ford 
avenues at the north entrance to the 
tunnel. Negotiations relative to the 
early construction of this building are 
now pending between the railroad 
officials and Mr. W. B. Smith, United 
States Postal Inspector of the Phila- 
delphia division. It is believed work 
on this building can be begun within 
a few months.

For Foreign Missions By Robert 
C. McQuilkin

The announcement that Mr. Mc- 
Quilkin, so well and favorably known 
in Narberth, would preach in the 
Presbyterian Church last Sunday, 
brought out a large and appreciative 
congregation. The closest attention 
was paid, as in a clear and convinc- 
ing manner, he develope'l his argu- 
ment U:r loreign missions, based on 
Matthew 2". verses 19 an.l VO. arid 
Mark IP- verse 15: "Go ye i)'to all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
every f.rta'.ure." 

Il- r''''iaced his sernu)a w.''h a 
brief accoui;t of how Peter Cam-^ron 
Sr.ott, endowed with a ma?.ii'icent 
vice, and determined on a theatrical 
career, was arrested on the very slepa 
of the theatie by an inward monitor, 
and who, as a result of cioso si^if- 
questionii t\ relinquished his ambi- 
tion ia favor of missionary work in 
Africa. His decision resulted :n one 
hundred and twenty-five others giv- 
ing their lives to this work, and, as a 
result ot prayers for more help, one 
hundred additional missionaries have 
volunteered for the same field. Mr. 
and Mrs. McQuilkin themselves are 
preparing to go to Africa and will 
leave as soon as the necessary arrang- 
ments, including passports, are com- 
pleted. 

In considering the objections ot 
those who think missionary work 
should begin at home, where so much 
is to be done, he referred to the fact 
that Paul and Barnabas did not labor 
in the home field of Antioch, but were 
sent to foreign lands. It is due to 
the tact that foreign missionaries 
w«re sent out in the early days ot the 
Christian church, that we ourselves 
are Christians. He illustrated by 
telling of a Scotchman, proud ot his 
ancestry, 'but who, going back to the 
early days ot the Scotch people, found 



\ they had been cannibals. It was sole- 

1 ly due to foreign missions that they 

i were rescued from heathendom and 

I cannibalism. 

; He quoted Romans 10, verses 13 to 

!15: "For whosoever shall call upon 

j the name of the Lord shall be saved. 

How then shall they call on him in 

I whom they have not believed? And 

I how shall they believe in him of whom 

I they have not heard? And how shall 

I they hear without a preacher? And 

how shall they preach, except they 

be sent?" In no uncertain way, the 

need of volunteers for the foreign 

countries and of financial support was 

pointed out. 

When referring to the world conflict 
now raging in Europe, he alluded to 
the great war against God that had 
been waged for centuries, and is still 
going on, stating that even if democ- 
racy ultimately prevails against auto- 
cracy, the world will never be at 
peace until wholly reconciled with 
iGod.

San Antonio, Texas, August 14, 1917 
Dear Mother: 

By this time I am beginning to get 
accustomed to a soldier's life. We 
have started drilling and have five 
hours of it each morning. The rea- 
son for drilling, in this branch of the 
.service is to keep us in good trim and 
give us a military bearing. We are 
having a good time and the officers 
treat us fine. I have been appointed 
pcting corporal and if I make good 
will get this rating— but this I will 
not know for sinie time. 

We get up at 5.20 (and one of my 
duties is to see that the other fel- 
lows get up). Between drilling, 
school, guard duty and keeping our- 
selves clean — we do our own washing 
— we Iiave little idle time and are on j 
the go from five-thirty until nine in 
the evening. We sleep in tents, so we 
are out doors all the time. It is 120 
degree.s in the shade down here and 
there is no shade, hut you soon get 
used to it and I am feeling even bet- 
ter than I did up North. We very 
seldom have rain, hut we do have 
sand storms — and they are fierce — hut 
we make the best of everything and 
smile, smile — that's our motto. A 
great many of the people around here 
I are Mexicans and very interesting to 
us Northerners.

A "fish story," on hundred years 
I old, retold by a contemporary, shows 
1 that our story-tellers of the present 
i day had not unworthy representatives 
I in the past.

"Four days later, after a run of 
three hundred miles a shark was 
caught with a bowline, which contain- 
ed two hooks baited with two of the 
dollars. In about fifteen minutes a 
dolphin was caught, which contain- 
ed the other hook and dollar." 

The chronicler of this marvelous 
story made the following noncommit- 
tal comment: "As our correspondent 
is a gentleman of benevolence and 
sobriety, we regard this as a very 
singular circumstance indeed."

Dr. Raymond F. Bacon, who is direc- 
tor of tlie Mellon Institute of Indus- 
trial Researcli, believes Americans 
have only begun to understand what 
properly conducted research can do 
lor industry. In an article in the 
Scientific American, Dr. Bacon says 
that the possibilities of new discoveries 
in almost every field of industrial en- 
deavor are virtually limitless. Hun- 
dreds of men gifted with the genius 
for research could give their lives to 
investigation in the field of even a 
single industry and still not exhaust 
that field of its research opportunities. 
In fact research is in that respect dif- 
ferent from ordinary business; the 
greater the number of researchers the 
greater is the progress in a given 
field. Every new discovery in manu- 
facturing creates new problems, and 
the chances for discovery become con- 
tinually greater as more is learned of 
the materials that enter into the arts 
and manufactures. Dr. Bacon cites 
some instances from the domain of 
iron and steel: "We see tremendous 
advances made in imparting new 
properties to those old metals (iron 
and steel) by means of mere traces of 
other metals. For example, it has been 
found that a mere trace of copper slves 
to steel the desirable property of re- 
sisting corrosion, while the addHion 
in small amounts of vanadium or 
tungsten to steel affords a supersteel 
with certain physical properties far 
beyond those of any ordinary steel. 
We see the addition of magnesium 
giving to aluminum new properties of 
strength and casting quality, which 
immediately make this metal available 
in a large way tor use in automobiles 
and aeroplanes. Such matters as 
these, where a metal has conferred 
upon it entirely novel properties and 
thereby enters an immense new 'leld 
of usefulness, by the addition of very 
small amounts of some other mela'. or 
metals, belong in the field of those 
things that cannot be predicted by ex- 
isting scientific theories. The only way 
such discoveries can be made is by 
patient and careful application of cut- 
and-try; and when one considers that 
the number of possible combinations 
runs literally into the hundreds of 
thousands, it will be seen how much 
work is open in this field alone."
